Newspapers of St. Petersburg Unite in 
Demanding its Removal. 


MANY DEATHS BY STARVATION IN THE 
BAKU DISTRICT. 


The Czar and His Family in Denmark— 
Queen Victoria’s New Grandchild— 
Seamen and Firemen’s Conference—The 
Socialist Congress at Erfurt-—Foreign 
Aftairs. 

Lorpon, Oct. 6.—The newspaper press of 
St. Petersburg denounces the conduct of the 
merchants and members of the nobility for 
seeking profit from their stores of corn while 
the poor peasants are starving. They make 
strong appeals tothe Government to remove 
the edict prohibiting the export of rye and 
substitate therefor a heavy tax on the ex- 
portation of all cereals. Reports from the 
Raku district and elsewhere are to the effect 
that thousands of persons are dying of star- 
vation. 

THE CZAR IN DENMARE. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 6.—The Ozar and 
Crarina, the King and Queen of Greece and 


other members of the imperial fam- 
ily of Russia and of the royal 
family of Greece, many of whom 


while visiting the King of Denmark were 
called to Russia to attend the funeral of the 
Grand Duchess Paul, returned to this city 
safely to-day. They sailed from Cronstadt on 
Saturday lastonthe yacht Polar Star, and 
the voyage to this port was made without in- 
cident of note. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


THE NEW BATTENBURG INFANT—SEAMEN’S AND 
FIREMEN’S UNION. 

Lowpor, Oct. 6.—The birth of a grandchild 
to the Queen has given risetoa new crop of 
the usual comments on the abundance of 
royal descendants. The Radical newspapers 
generally give the little one a cold welcome. 
The Pall Mall Gazette prints a list of forty 
grandchildren of Queen Victoria and points 
out that there is comfort in the fre- 
flection that the succession is safe. 
This seems to be the only com. 
fort the taxpayers extract from tl- 
situation. The baby will, however, be nh 
additional burden for the present to the 
Briitish Treasury. Battenburg and the Prin- 
cess Beatrice already have a liberal allow- 
ance from Parliament, and Beatrice, be- 
sides, has the rivilege of living on Queen 
Victoria’s bount), as she accompanies the 
Queen everywhere. Battenburg, who is 
jooked on as a mere appendage of the house 
hold, has been called the most unhappy man 
in Great Britain, but the assertion cannot 
be true, as over since he married Beatrice he 
has had enough to eat, whereas in Germany 
he was in very precarious circumstances. 
The Star is even worse than the Pall Mall 
Gazette. Itexplains that whatever the dan- 
pers that may threaten the State, there is no 
danger of failure of the succession, The Star 
closes with ‘‘God saye Battenburg,’’ 

SRAMEN AND FIREMEN’S UNION. 

The annual conference of the Seamen’s and 
Firemen’s Union was beld here last evening, 
Mr. Samuel Plimsol presided and made an 
elaborate address. Aftera reference to the 
horrors of the Atlantic cattle trade, the dan- 
gers of violating the laws relating to the 
load line and kindred questions, he concluded 
by declaring that though he was a Radical 
himself, he hoped for nothing froma Liberal 
Government, and he implored all voters car- 
ing for the tives and welfare of seamento do 
their utmost to retain the present Govern- 
ment in power. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA AFFAIRS. 

Hon. J. H. Turner, the Minister of Finance 
and Agriculture of British Columbia, is now 
ona visit to England. He states that his 
Government will accept £50,000 of the £150,- 
000 offered by Mr. Goschen for the preiimi- 
nary experiment for the settlement of 
Vancouver by Crofters. Mr. Turner asserts 
that the movement looking to annexation to 
the United States has no place in the prac- 
tical politics of the colony. The people are 
too happily engrossed in the prosperity 
brought to them by the Canadian Pacific 
Kailway, which is rapidly diverting trade 
from the United States into Canadian chan- 
nels. 

AUXILIARY AUSTRALIAN SQUADRON. 

Advices trom Australia state that the peo- 
pie are overjoyed by the arrival of the auxil- 
jary Australian squadron of the British navy. 
The squadron is practically an Australian 
feet, consisting of three cruisers and one 
gunboat with a native Australian name. It 
raises Australia to the rank of a naval power, 
witha fleet which is without a rival in Poly- 
nesia, and puts her in a position to meet any 
maratime enemy likely to arise in that quar- 
ter. Every colony is anxious to welcome the 
squadron, which will doubtless make a round 
of all the leading ports. 


THE TWO EMPERORS- 


ALEXANDER WILL NOT PAY ANOTHER VISIT TO 
BERLIN. 

LonDOos, Oct. 6.—A Bérlin letter says that 
certain banks were partly instrnmental in 
the withdrawal of the Russian loan from Ger- 
many. The letteralso says that for fear of 
imperiling the success of the loan the nego- 
Uations fora meeting between the Czar and 
the German Emperor have been broken off 
and willnot be resumed. A dispatch says

THE MISSOURI PACIFIC. 


Dissatisfied Stockholders Want to De- 
pose Jay Gould. 


New York, Oct. 6.—A morning paper says 
that a rumor prevails in Wall street that 
some Missouri Pacific stockholders are dis- 
satisfied with Mr. Gould’s management of 
that road and that efforts are under way to 
organize a concerted movementon the part 
of stockholders to depose Mr. Gould from the 
Presidency and get controlofthe property. 
Mr. Gould, himself, said recently at a meet- 
ing that he did not own a majority of the 
stock in the road and that if the stockholders 
became dissatisfied they could put him from 
control. Mr. Gould’s methodsin regard to 
the recent dividend which caused the stock 
to fall 20 per cent are said to have caused the 
disgruntlement. Another rumor prevailed 
onthe street yesterday that Samuel Sloan 
was so disgusted with Mr. Gould’s methods 
that he proposed to withdraw from the direc- 
tories of the several corporations that Mr. 
Gould controls. Mr. Sloan maintains a grim 
silence as to his intentions. 


A GREAT SET-BACK. 

CuIcaco, Ill., Oct. 6.—Chairman Bianch- 
ard, Goddard, Midgeley and Walker yester- 
day received the greatest set-back they have 
ever had. The Lake Shore, Michigan Cen- 
tral, Pennsylvania and Erie have refused as 
absolutely asthe Burington, toenforce the 
order reducing divisions over the Illinois, 
Indiana & Iowa. Non-connecting lines de- 
clare that the Illinois, Indiana & lowa buys 
its immense traffic withthe almost double 
divisions it receives, and that they will drive 
it out of business if it costs millions and 
breaks up existing associations. 


THE INTER-OCEANIC RAILWAY. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Oct. 6.—The Inter- 
Oceanic Rallroad with a capital of $7,000,000 
has filed articles of incorporation. The road

THE KING IS DEAD. 


Charles L, Ruler of Wurtemburg, Died 
Last Nicht. 

STUTTGART, Oct. 6.—The King of Wurtem- 
burg died at7o’clock this morning. He had 
been ill for some time past and yesterday his 
condition became 60 critical that the last 
rites of the church were administered to 
him. During the night his condition became 
worse and his physicians stated that he could 
live but a short time. 


Charles Frederick Alexander, King of Wur- 
| temburg, was theeldest son of the late Kin 
William 1. He was born on March 6, 1828. an 
succeed to the throne upon the death of his 
father in 1864. In 18464 he married the Grand 
Duchess Oiga Nichola Jewna, daughter of 
Nicholas lof Russia. In the duel between 
Prussia and Austria for supremacy in Ger- 
many Wurtemburg sympathized with the 
former power, and in 1866 King Charlies de- 
clared war against Prussia by taking up arms 
in behalf of Austria. But the troops of 
Wurtemburg were defeated at Fauberbisch- 
ofsheim, three weeks after Sadowa, and then 
King Charles sued for peace. In 1870 Wur- 
temberg shared in the national enthusiasm 
which swept over the German Empire when 
war was declared against France, and its 
troops under King Charlies hada creditable 
share in the battles of the campaign. 

The heir ofthe throne is Prince Wilhelm, 
who willl be Wilhelm Il. He isa nephew of 
the late King being the son of his sister 
Catherine and his cousin Frederick.| 


William Henry Smith. 


Lorpow, Oct. 6.—The Right Hon. William 
Henry Smith, First Lord of the Treasury, 
Warden of the Cinque Ports andthe Govern- 
ment leader in the House of Commons, who 
has been ill for some time past, suddenly 
suffered a relapse this morning and died , this 
afternoon, 


Mr. Smith became a member of the British 
Cabinet on the 8th of August, 1877, succeeding 
Mr. Ward Hent as First Lord of 
the Amilralty. He was a native of 
London born in his father’s Duke 
street house, Grosvernor square, June 
24, 1825. He received his education in the 
Tavisteck Grammar School, and 
made his initial entrance into En- 
glish politics as a Westmin- 
ster contestant in 1865. He was defeated, 
but contested again in 1868, achiev.- 
ing Aa victory over John Stuart 
Mill. Since that datehe has continuously 
refused this constituency. From 1874 to 1877 
Mr. Smith occupied the post of Secretary of 
the Treasury. He has been a strong man 
for his party and will be greatly missed by 
his old associates In the next Parilament. 


ON HIS SON’S GRAVE. 


Gus Thielkuhl, a Government Photog- 
rapher, Attempts Suicide by Shooting. 
WASHINGTON, D. O©., Oct. 6.—Gus Thiel- 

kuhl, formerly employed in ond of the gov- 

ernment departments as a photographer, 
attempted suicide late yesterday afternoon 
on the grave of his little son in Prospect Cem- 
etery. Standing by the side of the grave he 
shot himseif through the left lung, the ball 
being fired from a 88-caliber British bulldog 
istol. The sexton ofthe cemetery, hearin 

rt, hastened to the place and foun 

across the grave. He was 
conscious an begged to be handed the 
pistol that he migat finish the attempt. The 
police were notified and upon their arrival 
upon the scene Thielkuhl begged an officer 
to kill him, saying he did not care to live, as 
his heart wasin the grave of his son. He 
was taken to the Garfield Hospital, where 
he lies In a Gying condition. Thielkuhl is 
supposed to be the man who represented 
himself as the photographer of the World’s 

Fair, and by this means induced a number 

of dealers in Washington and Baltimore to

THE KINGDOM ON THE EVE OF 


ANOTHER REVOLUTION. 


England Narrowly Watching Events in 
the Sandwich Islands—She Wants to 
Seize the Key to the Pacific—Princess 
Kaiulani Hopes to Wear the Crown— 
The Peopleand Their Characteristics. 


San Francisco, Oct. 6.—The steamer Belgic 
brings most important news from the 
Hawaiian Kingdom. The information is 
authentic, being prepared by one of the 
leading citizens of Honolulu. The informa- 
tion comesinthe form ofa personal letter 
toa gentleman in San Francisco, who gives 
it tothe press to-day. The statement is as 
follows: 

‘*Queen Liliuokalani is at the point of 
death. Her physician has; pronounced her 
trouble organic disease of the heart, and her 
death may happen at any moment. The 
Queen has been advised of the worst. The 


death of the Queen will bring 
about the most serious of poli- 
tical complications, and already wire- 


puliers are at work to secure control of the 
Islands in the interest of England. Honolulu 
newspapers dare not print one word of what 
is transpiring, but the people are in a great 
fever of excitement. 

Americans in Honolulu will make a desper- 
ate attempt to prevent the Islands from fall- 
ing into British control. The father of the 
heir to the throne, who is a Briton, will work 
to his utmost in the interest of the British. 
Americans will take advantage of any lapse 
of time to prevent Princess Kalulani from 
taking the throne. The natives are in sym- 
pathy with Americans, and want either a 
Republic or annexation with the United 
States. The Hawalians feel no loyalty 
toward their native ruler, who has foreign 


blood tn her Veins. 

‘*The situation is socritical that the pres- 
ence of two or three war ships from the 
United States is an absolute necessity. Queen 
Dowager Kapiolani is also dangerously il 
with paralysis, and may dieatany moment. 
The English Minister is the bosom friend and 
companion of Mr. Cleghorn, the father of the 
heir to the throne, Princess Kaiulani. Amer- 
icans have some knowledge of what is to be 
done, and are taking precautions to organize 
and secure arms sufficient to protect their 
rights. The general election israpidly ap- 
proaching and excitement is ata fever heat 
between rival political factions.’’ 

PLANS OF THE REVOLUTIONISTS. 

It has been known for some time that the 
situation in Hawalil was extremely critical, 
and a revolution inthe affairs of the Islands 
was probable, even without the opportunity 
which the death of the Queen will bring. 

Ever since the death of King Kalakaua the 
grasp of England upon the people has been 
tightened with unrelenting strength. Queen 
Liliuokalan! by appointing Cabinet Ministers 
who were not intouch with the natives has 
created a wide feeling of dissatisfaction. Her 
brother-in-law, Archibald Cleghorn,a shrewd 
Scotchman, and Mr. Woodhouse, the British 
Consul-General, have been her chief coun- 
selors. Cleghorn is the father of Princess 
Katulani, who is to succeed the Queen upon 
her death. The Princess is now in England, 
undergoing preparatory training for the new 
dignity to which her thrifty father is looking 
forward with such pleasant anticipation, 
Kallani is said to be charming and beautiful, 
just turned 16. Her mother was the late 
Princess Likeliko, the only sister of Liliuo- 
Kalani, The last news from the Isiamdis prior 
to the arrival ofthe Belgic contained the in- 
formation that the party opposed to the pro- 
posed Scotch dynasty was considering the 
propositions. 

One was to depose the Queen and establish 
a republic; the other also looked to the abdl- 
cation of the Queen, but proposed that a 
king be crowned instead who will be 
representative of|the national or anti-foreign 
idea. The Nationals, however, remembered 
that In 1889, when they attempted to revolt 
the United States Government supplied their 
opponents, the Missionary party, with 10,000 
rounds of amunition, and they feared lest 
this should be repeated. They wanted to 
settle their troubles without Interference 
from England, the United States or any other 
country, but should England attempt to 
use the strifé as a pretext for affordingan 
opportunity toaid the Queen the Nationals 
would ask that the United States take a bold 
stand against Great Britain’s intervention. 

KEY OF THE PACIFIC... 

Inthe eyes of England the Sandwich Isl. 
ands hold the key of the Pacific Ocean. 
Hawali as a British possession, will become a 
Gibraltar in the West,even as Singapore is 
her Gibraltar in the far Zast. In the posses- 
sion of these islands she can watch with un- 
disturbed complacency the completion of the 
Nicaragua Canal. Theyare the nearest isl- 
ands inthe Pacific Ocean to the United States. 
They lie directly in the line of her steamers 
between Vancouver and Australia. With the 
British flag floating in ownership over Hono- 
lulu, the Pacific becomes tributary to British 
greed and force. In the nine miles of harbor 
that lie between Diamond Point and Punch- 
bowl Point, Opposite Honolulu, the ships of 
Her Majesty can find secure anchorage under 
the protection of fortresses naturally unas- 
sailable, going forth only when it is neces- 
sary toemphasize in the surrounding arch 
dpelagoes or on the more distant continents 
the supremacy of British rule. It will 
take diplomacy to checkmate England 
in its latest attempt to plant its flag 
under the shadow of the Sstars and 
Stripes, but the present administration is 
prepared for the emergency. There may be 
some interesting developments in the Sanda- 
wich Islands tn the near future, but equally 
interesting will it be to watch the unfolding 
ofthe new American policy. 

One cause of opposition to England lies in 
the fact that Coolies from India are being im- 
ported into the islands at the rate of 1,000 a 
month, displacing native labor. No Hawail- 
ans are given office, and hundreds of native 
young men who find the paths of trade and 
professions already filled by foreigners are 
forced to seek employment on other shores. 
Disregarded in a hundred ways the natives 
naturally find sufficient reason for irritation 
and discontent.

the result can hardly admitofa doubt. An- 
other cause ofthe lessening of the native 
population is the inte ge of the Ha- 
walian women with foreigners. 

Ever since the missionaries came to the Isl- 
ands marriages between white men and na- 
tive women of allg have not been un- 
common, but the converse isnot the case, 
and it is a curious fact that seldom, if ever, 
does a Hawalian marry a@ white woman. 

While the natives have decreased in num- 
ber the contra has been the case with cer- 
tain classes of foreigners, There has beena 
great influx of Japanese, their number in- 
creasing from 1161n 1884 to 8,602 in December 
last with several thousand additional ar- 
rivals during the present year. The Chinese 
are not so numerous as fn 1884, the number 
having decreased from 17,937 at that time to 
15,301in 1890. The Americans number 1,928, 
against 2,066 in 1884, and the Britons 1,344, 
against 1,282 at that time. The Germans 
number 1,084—a material falling off from the 
last count, when there were 1,600. The pro- 
portion of males among these nationalities is 
important. There are 1,296 Americans, 982 
British and 729 Germans. 


Honolulu is a cosmopolitan city. Its popu- 
lation has increa from 20,487 in 1884 to 
22,907. There are 8,562 natives, 2,608 half- 


castes, 4,407 Chinese, 1,782 Portuguese, 1,198 
Americans and 792 S&Britons,. Germans, 
French, Norwegian, Japanese, Polynesians 
and other foreigners help to make up the 
motley population. 

t is said that the gfeat majority of the 
American. residents would be in favor of 
maintaining the independence of Hawali,un- 
der the protectorate of the United States. 
Annexation is not thought to be desirable. 

American legislation has greatly benefited 
certain interests In Hawall. By the treaty of 
reciprocity with Hawail which has been in 
operation since 1876, the lower rades of 
Hawalian sugars, and also Hawalian rice, 
were admitted into the United States free of 
duty. Until the change in the American 
tarif took place this advantage was ex- 
tremely beneficial to the Hawalian planters, 
many of whow grew rich rapidly. In 1862 the 
sugar crop was only 1,500 tons; in 1876, when 
the treaty went into operation, 13,000 tons. 
In 1879 it had risen to 24,500 tons, and In 1890 to 
130,000 tons. There are how about forty cor- 
porations engaged in the sugar wing bus!- 
ness inthe islands, and the estimated value 
of the plantations held by them and those 
owned by incorporated companies and 

rivate individuals, some thirty in number, 

s $33,600,000. Of this amount $24,735,600 is the 
property of Americans. 

Of the remainder, Britons hold about $6,000, - 
000, Germans $2,000,000, Hawalians $266, 
and Chinese, Portuguese, Chilians and Nor- 
wegians, $300,000.

Turkish Officials Defied by Athanasios, 
the Bold Brigand. 


ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO WRECK AND ROB 
A RAILWAY TRAIN, 


The Story of the German Tourist Recently 
Captured and Held for Ransom—The 
Robber’s Dispatch to Constantinople— 
How the Deliverance Was Effected— 
The Greek Chief’s Career. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 6.—A band of 
brigands yesterday in Spite of the recent 
diplomatic action of Germany and France 
and of the efforts of the Porte to surpresg 
brigandage, made a derperate attempt to 
wreck and rob a passenger train. The latter 
was passing alonga desolate portion of the 
Haidar-Pachalamidt railway, when the en- 
gineer discovered that something was wrong 


along the rails ahead of his train. The train 
was brought to a stand still 
soon as possible and an 


examination of the line showed that the 
much dreaded brigands had torn up the rails 
and so damaged the roadbed that had the 
train not been stopped intime an accident 
would have surely happened. The brigands, 
as soon as they saw that their plan had mis- 
carried, instead of attacking the train, de- 
camped. This work is supposed to have been 
done by Athanasios’ band. 

This ts only one ofa series of similar out- 
rages upon the part of Turkish brigands and 
in which foreigners have usually suffered at 
the expense of the Porte, the 
latter having to indemnify the governments 
to which the foreigners owed allegiance, for 
ransoms, etc., collected by the brigands. 
MM. Ruffier and Eugene De Raymond, sub- 
managers of the vineyard company, were 
captured early in August last by the brig- 
ands of Chief Athanasios (or Anastatius) and 
were only released after the payment of a 
ransom of 5,000 Turkish pounds. Later in the 
same month several Italian railroad officials 
were carried off by Chief Stejan Mohadjisn 
and others were murdered. Here again a 
ransom of $10,000 had to be paid for the re- 
lease of the captured railroad officials. 

On June 1 last the same band, that of 
Athanasios, placed obstructions across the 
railroad track near Toheresskoil, derailed an 
express trainand captured several German 
tourists, among them Herrs Oscar Greger, 
Oscar Kolysch and Israel, ja wealthy banker 
of Berlin. For their ransom $40,000 was 
paid, In his efforts to try and sup- 
press brigandage the Sultan of Turkey on 
Sept. 6 issued an order forbid 
ding peasants to carry arms similarto those 
used by the Turkish troops and decreed that 
all suspected persons be examined, and if 
they are found to be foreigners that they are 
to be expelled from the Turkish dominions. 

The Sultan has also announced his inten- 
tion of fining those knowing the whereabouts 
of brigands and refusing to inform against 
them and offering rewards for those who cap- 
ture brigands dead or alive. 

THE GREEK BRIGAND. 

Athanasios, who is known as the Greek 
brigand, has been the most prominent in 
these collections ofransoms. He is classed 
as being one of the most Interesting of per- 
sonages in the Turkish Empire. He ts said to 
derive a larger income from the railroad 
companilesthan dothe shareholders of those 
companies. 

He is pictured as being a brigand of the old 
school, an oriental Claude Duval, practicing 
the traditions of robber courtesy and build- 
ing up a handsome fortune for himself at the 
expense of the Sultan’s privy purse for the 
demands of the foreign ambassadors for 
compensation for brigand outrages have 
been complied with from that fund. 

Itis said by some that he is a native of 
Aradschu, near Stamboul, and that his 
father is still living and is stone blind. 
Others say that he first appeared in the Kast 
asacommissioner at a hotel in Constanti- 
nople, that he speaks several languages and 
is otherwise unusually intelligent. One thing 
is certain, he is a deadly enemy of the Turk- 
ish Government, and does all in his 
power to embarrass it. He is at 
heart, however, nothing better than 
a common robber, for though he 
claims to be solely actuated by revenge 
against the Government, there isampie evi- 
dence that he not only robs the Government 
but also takes from his victims all the money 
that he can squeeze out of them and all the 

valuables that are worth taking. 

All young and handsome men are the rob- 
bers who comprise the band of this noted 
brigand chief. They dress as Greeks and 
speak the Greek tongue, bear themselves as 
soldiers and render implicit obedience to 
their commander. 

PAYING THE RANSOM. 

When the German tourists, Graeger, 
Kotzsch and Israel, were captured by the 
Greek bandits he compelled them to send 
the following dispatch to Constantinople: 

To the German Consulate in Constantinople ; 

We, Moritz Israel of Berlin, Oscar Grae of 
Berlin, Oscar Kotzsch of f. Albert 
of siegelsdorf and Francis Kiak of the British ° 
bassy at Constantinople, have been cap and 
will not be released until «a ransom of f 
franes is forthcoming. This ransom mustbe for- 
warded to Kirkkilissa, otherwise we will be shot, 
We implore you to send the money. If police or 
military appear we willbe kilied, 

This he forwarded by a messenger of his 
own, and in due time the ransom was forth- 
coming.

They 
went together to the latter’s saloonon Mar- 
ket street aad were drinking together at the 
bar when McOann came in through the back 
door. A friend of his had sent word to him 
that Gorham was out on bond and could be 
found at OCronin’s.

‘*You can’t shoot as well to-dayas you did 
last night,’’ atthesame time he sent five 
bullets Into his body—three inthe back, one 
in the mouth and one in the lung. Jim Cronin 
dodged behind the counter and Deputy Con- 
stable Fox, who was present, at- 
tempted to stop the assassin.

The Ecumenical Council Which Convenes 
tn Washington City To-Morrow. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 6.—There_ will 
| Meet in this city to-morrow one of the most 
notable church councils that has ever con- 
vened in the United States. It is the Ecu- 
menical Methodist Oonference, embracing 
among its list of delegates of clerical represen- 
tatives great church editors, skilled exegetes, 
presidents of colleges and universities, any 
number of brilliant pulpit lNghts and. liter- 

r ecclesiastical digni- 
by the And equally dis- 
tinguished, if not more so, will be the per- 
sonnel of the lay contingent. Great Britain 
will send nota few members of parliament, 
some even, like H. H. Fowler, M. P., who are 
among the abilest lieutenants of the great 
Gladstone. She has also delegated to this 
assembly some of her brightest legal and 
scientific magnates, with some others whose 
names have become household words in 
Engiand from their prominent connection 
with great social and philanthropic reforas. 
This is the sort of men Great Britain is send- 
ing, and that these will be matched, and 
even eclipsed by those representing the 
various branches of American methodism Is, 
of course, a foregone certainty. 

The American delegates will represent, not 
only every branch of methodism in our land, 
but every section of the American Republic. 
The South will be there in equal ratio with 
the North, and the two sections may be ex- 
pected to vie with each other, as they did at 
the first ecumenical held in London ten years 
ago, notonly in sending their most distin- 
guished men, but in friendly competition for 
oratorical honors, as well as ip the more holy 
contest for first place in the great modern 
march of fraternity. The methodism of the 
United States is peculiarly favored in the 
number of prominent men itcan muster in 
political life. Hence, it contributes to this 
gathering, notonly Judges and Governors, 
but those who have won fame in the House 
of Representatives at Washington, and some 
even who will appear before their brother 
delegates clothed in Senatorial dignities. 

The lowest estimate allows the Methodists 
of the world an aggregate of 5,000,000 mem- 
bers and a population aggregating 20,000,000. 
The buik of these, asa matter of course, are 
on this. continent, the various Methodist 
Churches in Great Britain representing only 
about one-fifth of these totals. Since the first 
ecumenical the aggregate of Methoaist 
communicants has been swollen by a number 
equal to the present strength of that cause in 
the land which gave it birth. Thus, while 
England enjoys the distinction of having been 
the cradle of this sect,the sphere of its great- 
est development and widest influence has 
unquestionably been found in the vast terri- 
tory and unrivaled social conditions of the 
United States. 

Already very many of the delegates are in 
the city and by this evening nearly all will 
have arrived. 


BIBLE TRANSLATION. 


BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 6.—Prof. Paul Haupt, 
chief of the Semitic Department of the Johns 
Hopkins University, has just returned from 
London and Berlin, where he had confer- 
ences with noted scholars in reference toa 
new translation ofthe Bible. It is proposed 
to include in this translation not only the Old 
and the New Testaments, but also the apoc- 
rypha and the pseudepigrapha. Included 
with the last named are four Esdras and the 
Psalms of Solomon. Each of the thirty- 
six books will be assigned to a 
competent scholar, the translation 
to be accompanied by explanatory 
notes and pictorial representations. The 
books of the old Testament will occupy two 
volumes of 1,000 pages each and the entire 
Scriptures six volumes. The American 
scholars who have been Invited to contribute 
are: Prof. C. H. Toy of Cambridge, the 
author of ‘‘Christianity and Judaism;’’ 
Profs. Chas. A. Briggs and Francis Brown of 
Union Theological Seminary, New York; 
Prof. W. H. Wardof the New York Jnde- 
pendent; Prof. E. L. Curtis of Chicago, the 
Arch@ologist and successor to President 
Harper of the Semitic Seminary at Yale, and 
Prof. W. B. Harper, President of the new 
Chicago Baptist University. 

The character of the whole work will be fn. 
ternational, though the whole project is from 
an American point of view and is to be 
brought out under American auspicies. The 
whole hexatouch will be in the hands of 
English scholars, among whom may be men- 
tioned the famous Hebraist,Prof. 8. R. Driver 
of Oxford; J.K.Cheyenne,Canon of Rochester; 
C. G. Montefiore and I.Abrams, editors of the 
Jewish Quarterly Review and Russell Martineau 
ofthe British Museum. Inthis work a new 
device by Prof. Haupt will be introduced. 
Portions belonging to different documents 
are to be placed in blocks of different colors, 
and in some cases as many as ten 
different colors will be made up of.so the 
reader can tellat a glance at what period 
the MNnes were compiled and from what 
source taken.

The Vehicle in Which the Jail Break- 
ers Rode Discovered. 


THEY LEFT IT AT SPANISH POND, NEAR 
BADEN. 


A Prisoner in the Jail Tells Jailer Kraemer 
What He Knows of the Escape—Leu- 
bert Had the Key Made, Securing an 
Impression in Soap-—Follewing Up 
Clews, 


The buggy used by the four bank sneaks in 
making their escape from the city after 
breaking jail last Friday evening was found 
last night at Spanish Lake, a pond about 
three miles north and west of Baden, in 
North St. Loujs, The buggy was found in the 
woods near the road by Richard Schenke, a 
farmer, yesterday evening, and later he 
found the horse grazing in an 
om §=6s sornfield, half a mile away. 


He reported his findtothe police from the 
nearest telephone, and Chief Desmond 
despatched Detectives Danaher and Schappe 
tothe scene at once. They examined the 
buggy. but found nothing, and then 
sent it to the owner, Patrick Farrelly, 
the liveryman, on Tenth and Walnut streets, 
from which ithad been stolen Friday even- 
ing. The axles of the buggy were sprung, as 
though the wheels had been wrenched from 
a car-track, and the vehicle was thickly 
covered with dust. 
THR HORSE IN GOOD CONDITION. 

The horse was in good condition. There 
were no marks on its sides to show it had 
been beaten severely, nor was itiame. Dan- 
naber and Schappe remained in the neigh- 
borhood all night, and up to noon to-day 
they had aot been heard from. 
Chief Desmond thinks they have 
discovered a clew and are following 
ituporthey would have returned or sent 
in word this morning. Schenke,the farmer, 
said he had not seen the rig before he dis- 
covered it on the road norhad he seen any 
strangersinthe neighborhood since Friday. 

A few minutes after the escape last Friday 
evening four men, supposed to be the four 
bank sneaks, or three of them and Shea, the 
murderer, were seen hurrying north on Tenth 
street, between COlark avenue and Walnut 
street.

Not only 
have the shipments been the heaviest on 
record, but also St. Louis by better freight 
rates has secured the largest progesstos of 
the crop ever handled here. fact

money, and the city is now reap- 
ing the advantage of this system. 
In France, Spain and Italy, where the 
demand ts greater because the failure of the 
crops was most complete. St. Louis red 
wheat is the only kind that is wanted, 
and in inspected here has 
a decided preference that 
shipped from any other receiving 
point. Another factor in the situation is 
that the river traffic is the largest on record, 
the river route being distinctly preferred to 
that by the lakes for shipments to Southern 
Europe. The traffic of Baltimore in the de- 
partmens of wheat carrying has gained 
eavily at the expense of New York, and the 
great majority of the Baltimore grain ry 
nating west of the Mississippi comes Dy 
way of Sst. Louis. All these factors 
have operated in favor of this city, 
and present condition is that 
Louis shippers are overcrowded 
with receipts, the eastbound shipments of 
Chicago are far below the average of ordina- 
ry years at this season. There are threats of 


f& general cut in “rates by the Chi- 
cago lines, but St. Louls shippers 
express little anxiety on this 


score, as they have assurances that any cuts 
will be net, and on an equal basis feel con- 
fident of being able to retain the present pro- 
ortion of trade. The drift toward St. 
ouls is felt in all the soft 
wheat district that was formerly 
tributing to Chicago. Sections of Nebraska 
the shipments of whichto this place have 
hitherto been insignificant are now pouring 
in grain by the train load. Nearly the whole 
of Northern Missouri is sending its wheat to 
St. Louis, while little except hard wheat goes 
from Kansas to Chicago, and those who send 
it have regretted their choice. Altogether 8t. 
Louls now offers a better market to the 
farmer than any city in the country.

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PREY ONTHE PEOPLE 


Criminals Who Are Awaiting Trial in 
the Criminal Court. 


THIEVES WHILE OUT ON BOND ADD TO 
THEIR CRIME RECORD. 


The Evil Effects of Closing the Only Orim- 
inal Court in St. Louis for Three Months 
Shown by the Crimes Committed by 
Men Who Were Not Given a Trial— 
Long Rests and Results. 


Criminal courts in large communities and 
in cities the size and population of St. Louis 
are tribunals, where itis intended to mete 
ous justice to that class of individuals who 
cannot or will not obey the laws which pro- 
tect the citizen and insure the protection of 
life and property. Speedy justice visited 
upon those who violate these laws is the 
greatest protection the people can have and 
does more to purify the morals and purge 
the community of criminals than the 
vigilance and care of the entire and efficient 
police and detective departments. A blue 
coaton every corner would have less effect 
on the criminal! classes, it is proven, than the 
prompt sentences of acourt organized and 
maintained toconvict and punish offenders 
against the criminal laws. If the criminal 
courts of this city bore the reputation of car- 
rying out the intentionof the lawsof the 
city and State there would not now be pend- 
ing before the Criminal Court inthe Four 
Courts over four hundred cases against about 
three hundred criminals who have been prac- 
tically convicted of their crimes and 
held for the Grand-jury. Though the greater 
number ofthese prisoners would plead guilty 
to the offenses charged against them 
and cheerfully accept a sentence of from one 
to five years, the visitation ofthe law upon 
thembas been delayed all summer, three 
months. 

The influence of the politician, the ward 
heeler and of personal friends ha ve been seen 
very frequently inthe prosecution of offend- 
ers in the Criminal Court, the last tribunal 
inthe machinery of justice where it should 
be looked for. This is one explanation for 


the presence on the docket of cases 
which have been carried over from 
term to term when it is known 


that the defendant has no chance for an ac- 
quittail and it is the knowledge of this fact 
that causes his friends to intercede and keep 
him at liberty as long as possible. 

WHAT A CONTINUANCE MEANS. 

There are scores of cases among the 300 
cases on the docket of the Criminal 
Court in which the offense charged 
was committed over a year/ ago, many 
where the offense was committed over two 

ears ago and nota few where justice has 
een delayed even longer as nearly every 
murder case has been. Itis a well known 
rule in criminal prosecution that an Innocent 


ne will never flee from trial. 
ie pleads for a hearing that his 
fair mame may be cleared of the cloud 


which hangs over it. A defendant guilty in 
fact, but notin spirit, will even plead fur a 
trialthat he may explain the circumstances 
and depend on the understanding of the 
court believe him innocent of deliberate 
malefaction. This being the case, what must 
be understood then from the docket of the 
Urimina) Court as it now appears when almost 
every other case has been continued for 
the defendants from one to twelve times; 
when they have begged for delay from one 
to five years. Theinference isas positive as 
a completed statement that the men are 
gulity. 
THE EFFECT OF THE LAW'S DELAY. 

‘*The law’s delay,’’ became a proverb 

through the practices in civil courts long 


ago, but had the i saying not been 
thought of! until this late day 
the practices in the Criminal 

OCourt would have given it birth. The ma- 


jority of the people seem better able to bear 
the pain of wounded principles than of a 
lightened pocket-book, and hence there is 
but little attention paid the delay in criminal 
prosecutions, but all this while the police 
and detectives receive the blame of an out- 
raged and wronged public who believe be- 
cause they have been waylaidin some cases 
onthe highway, choked in their beds by 
burglars, or swindled of their money by con- 
fidence sharks,that the police are responsible 
and lack vigilance. When it is bornein mind 


that the men who are abroad 
in the community committing depre- 
dations and all but taking the 


lives of citizens while taking their posses- 
sions are the same men who are to be tried 
this coming term in the Criminal Court, the 
blame may be shifted to where it belongs. 
There is only a certain per cent of every com- 
munity professedly wicked and depraved, 
and it is this smal) per cent 
which keep the courts busy as_ they 
appear before it with a regularity that is 
surprising. These habitual criminals have 
traits which endear them to the hearts of the 
wily politicians, who must occasionally need 
aman lacking m principle, to ‘‘doa job,’’ 
and in return for so doing, the politician or 
employer will come to his rescue and release 
him from the hands of the Jailer 
by eves bond. Once free he cannot keep 
his hands off the property of others. That is 
why there are so many crimes committed in 
this city, which, if the courts were run 
properly, would soon be free of crooks and 
possible murderers. ‘‘Onceathief alwaysa 
thief’’ is a motto hanging on the walls 
of the detectives’ room, but this does not 
meanthat one theft makes a thief. That 
there is every reason to bellevein the truth 
of this maxim the police records will show. 
ROB WHILE OUT ON BOND. 

Thereare a number of defendants on the 
docket of the Criminal Court out on bond who 
have while awaiting trial on their first offense 
been convicted in other courts and served 
timein jails and workhouses for offenses 
committed while out on bond. 
As a few tillustrations of this the 
reader is referred to the police reports on 
Matt Kelly, the highwayman; Henry Leu- 
bert, one of the risoners who es- 
capead last week; im. Burke, the | 
burglar; Skippy Dean, the all-round thief, 
and Mickey McDonald, now doing time in 
Kansas City. Leubert was arrested for high- 
way robbery and while out on bond Is said to 
have burglarized a house in Carondelet by a 
woman who saw him committing the act, 
but would not swear it was he wvecause he 
had shaved off his mustache. 

Matt Kelly was brought here from Joliet, 


ll., after serving a term of wo 
ears, and held under $5,000 bond 
or the murder of Officer Furlong. 


While out on bond he was arrested for grand 
larceny and again released on bond. Before 
either of these Cases came up for trial he was 
again arrested for highway robbery, found 
guilty and sentenced to six months tn jail, 


where he now is. Had he been given 
a speedy trial on the charge of 
complicity in the Furlong murder he 


would either have him sent to the peniten- 
tiary and be there now or he would be out of 
the city,as the detectives will not let him live 
here, knowingthe character ofthe man. In 
this case there are two women who have suf- 
fered by his villainy and all on account of the 
delay in the Criminal Court. 
Michael McNamara was held for the Grand- 
jury under $1,000 last July for grand larceny. 
He gave bond and while waiting for the 
Criminal Court to open he went to Kansas 
Oity and tried to raise funds. He ts serving 
aterm inthe Work-house as a result of his 
labors. 
Wim, Burke, who has several cases pend- 
ing against him, is one of the best known 
criminals inthe city, having served in the 
jail, Work-house and ‘‘pen’’ over six times. 
He has been waiting onthe Criminal Court 
several months and if given a hearing the 
day of his arrest he would have been glad to 
take several years in prison for his crime, as 
60 to 7% per cent of all those who now stand 
charged before the Criminal Court will event 
ually do when they have played the court and 
een points of the law to the farthest 
mit.

THE FRENCH MANEUVERS. 


They Took Place on One of Napoleon’s 
Battlefields. 


From an Exchange. 

A remarkable feature of the great French 
maneuvers was the precision with which the 
troops marched into camp after a day’s 
work. ‘*‘They moved easily enough,’’ says 
an Englishman who was present, ‘‘and the 
artillery gotfrom the field rapidly and in 
beautiful order.’’ Despite the heat the men 
were never severely fatigued, and upon the 
appearance of a high officer or functionary of 


the War Office never fatlied to salute 
with the precision of the dress 
arade. The new artillery was 


ound to do vastly better with the smokeless 
powder than the guns of older models had 
done. Experts accompanied every battery 
to note the number of discharges possible 
without overheating the guns. The work of 
the infantry in the rapid charging, discharg- 
ing and shouldering oftheir rifles was pro- 
nounced by English expertsto be especially 
creditable. All the bread required by the 
troops was baked in field ovens,six of which, 
in Bar-Sur-Aube, turned out 10,000 loaves in 
an afternoon. 

The French maneuvers took place on his- 
toric PSS. In the same region toward the 
end of January, 1814, Napoleon I. resolved to 
attack Biucher, who, by a mareh through 
St. *Dizier, the forest of Soulaines and 
Brienne, sought to unite with Schwarzen- 
berg. Napoleon had 32,000 troops, and ex 
pected, moreover, the help of Gerard’s di- 
vision. Blucher’s strength was about equal 
to Napoleon’s. He became acquainted with 
Napoleon’s intentions and took a position at 
Brienne with the determination to holdit, but 
in consequence of the rene ot the Castle 
of Brienne by Marshal Victor he was com- 
pelled to giveitup. He was successful, how- 
ever, in his attempttounite with Schwarz- 
enberg, and when Napoleon resolved to give 
battle at La Rothiere the allies were 100,000 
strong. The battle began at 2 p. m. Ger- 
ard commanded, near Dienville,the French 
right wing of two’ divisions, Marshal Victor 
the center, along the line of La Rothiere, Le 
Petit Mesnel, and Chaument!l and Marmont 
the left, 4,000 strong and protected by heavy 
artillery. After hot fighting Blucher took La 
Rothiere, thus breaking the French line and 
forcing Napoleon to retreat. In many re- 
spects the recent maneuvers were similar to 
the battle in question. 


WHAT THE PALLIUM I8. 


A White Woolen Band Made From the 
Coats of Two Sacred Lambs. 


From the Milwaukee Wisconsin. 
The pallium, such as was conferred on 
Archbishop Katzger, isa white woolen band 
about two Inches wide and long enough to be 
worn around the shoulders and be crossed in 
front. Itis made at Rome from the wool of 
two lambs which the sisterhood of Santa Ag- 
nese Offer every year on the occasion of the 
feast of their patronal saint, while the ‘‘Ag- 
nus Dei’’ is sung at mass. © pallium has 
crosses worked upon the white wool in black, 
and ornaments are attached to the ends, 
It is sent by the Pope to every newly ap- 
inted archbishop, anc the origin of it use 
or this pereee> ates back to a very early 
time in the history of thechurch. It is men- 
tioned in an ecclesiastical document of the 
time of Pope St. Mark, who died in the year 
336, and an eighth century mosaic repre- 
sents Pope 8t. Leo in the act of receivinga 
pallium almost like the one conterred upon 
Archbishop Katzer.

The Behring Sea Seal Fisheries Case—Lot- 
tery Suits—The Pacific Express Co. vs. 
Auditor Seibert of Missouri — Ques- 
tions Concerning the Validity of the 
McKinley Tariff Act. : 


WASHINGTON, D. C.. Oct. 5.—The Supreme 
Court ofthe United States will meet next 
Monday forthe October term. All the jus- 
tices, it is thought, will be present; no de- 
cisions will be announced on that day, and 
after the motions to admit attorneys top : 
tice are heard, etc., the court will adjourn to 
pay its respects to the President in con- 
formity with its usual custom, The next day 
(Tuesday) the court will begin the regular 
call of cases onthe docket, of which there 
are 89, the largest number ever on the docket 
at ‘the beginning of the term. There are 
many important cases that will come before 
the court for argument during the present 
term, and a number of them were advanced 
and set down for argument on Monday, Oct. 
18, when they will be taken 
up in the order in which they 
were advanced. _The first case to be 
heard is that of ex-parte Thomas Henry 
Cooper, owner of the schooner Sayward, 
brought to test the question of the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States over the seal fisher- 
les of Behring Sea. The lottery cases are set

CuiIcaco, Oct. 6.—A petition was filed by 
the West Side Park Commissioners in the 
Circuit Court of Cook County late last even-

W ill the great crops of 1891 and thegreat 
foreign demand for them sustain such a 
boom in railroad securities as followed the 
great export trade of 18797 

If it does, the result will be largely the 
effect of a foreign situation exceptionally 
discouraging to European investments. 
The business depression in Europe is ex- 
treme. Widespread famine and the shadow 
of an impending war of gigantic propor- 
tions deepen the gloom of the business out- 
look over there. The very different out- 
look on this side makes a contrast far more 
striking than was visible in 1879, ana be- 
sides the gold sent over to pay for our 
greatly increased exports, it is reasonable 
to expect greatly increased investments of 
foreign capital in American securities. 

This is a fine basis for a boom in railway 
stocks, but Americans will do well to take 
advantage of European faith in the power 
of our railway magnates to pay dividends 
on watered railroad capital. 

We have nearly doubled the mileage and 
capital stock of our railroads since 1879, 
while increasing their funded debts to $5,- 
105,000,000 from §$2,319,000,000, and their 
floating debts to $376 ,000 ,000 from $156 ,000, - 
000. Competition in the same time has cut 
freight rates down to 92 cents per ton per 
mile from $1.24. Their earnings will now 
be divided by a mileage of 163,420 instead 
of 84,398, the mileage of 1879. The total 
market value of ourentire crop of corn, 
wheat and oats this year is, in generally 
accepted estimates, put at $1,842,000,000, 
or less than one-fifth of the amount the 
railroads owe on bond and stock account. 
This crop value exceeds that of 1879 only 
about 23 per cent, and if the railroads in- 
crease their net earnings by an amount 
equal to this excess, it will fall $30,000,000 
short of paying off their floating debts. 

Something more thanaS0 per cent in- 
crease in population and a 2 per cent in- 
crease in the value of our grain crops is 
needed to impart real valueto the 50 per 
cent of water injected into our railroad 
mileage and capitalization since 1879.

AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 


In suggesting the question concerning 
the suicide of BOULANGER, whether it was 
a cowardly or chivalrous act, and whether 
it was of a nature to reinstate him in 
public esteem or subject him to further 
condemnation, the Paris Figaro has opened 
an interesting discussion. 

There is something captivating to the 
human mindin passionate love and there 
are wentimentalists who will justify any 
act prompted by it, who will find a cer- 
tain nobility even in the sacrifice of honor 
and life forit. But there are more serious 
considerations in life, and the man who 
yields everything to love is in one sensea 
weakling, and while he may win pity 
frequently deserves condemnation, for he 
is only following an impulse which is as 
thoroug hly selfish as any of which the hu- 
man heart is capable. The happiness 


of passionate love is the enjoyment of the. 


companionship of the loved one and its 
misery is the deprivation of it. So to sac- 
rifice honor for the one or to seek death on 
account of the otheris merely to narrow 
one’s range of vision to self. Mme. DE 
BONNEMAIN contributed to her own pleas- 
ure when she gave up her fortune and her 
country to keep BOULANGER by her side, 
and it was with the silken cords of pleas- 
ure and self-gratification thatshe drew him 
from his obligations as man and husband 
to devote himself to her. When he killed 
himself on her grave he only admitted that 
he could find nothing, within his reach at 
least, which could compensate him for the 
loss of her. 

But men have higher calls than the 
promptings of love for woman, no matter 
how noble or beautiful its object, and there 
are obligations the violation of which no 
temptation can justify. BOULANGER proved 
by his suicide that he was not hisown mas- 
ter; that he was the slave of passion and 
circumstances. We may pity such a man 
and find excuse for his folly, but ad- 
mire him and approve his conduct—never.

What the Cudmores Have Made Out of 
the School Board.

DIRECTOR ALEX CUDMORE’S -GREAT 
RECORD AS A REFORMER. 


His Brother Allowed Over $30,000 in 
Four Years for Carpentry Work on 
Which He Was Not Compelled to Bid— 
A School Board Drawing in Which 
Contractors Won. 


The history of Director Alexander Cud- 
more’s connection with the St. Louis Board 
of Public Schools is an interesting one and 
illustrates the methods of the men who have 
obtained control and are bleeding the school 


department, 

Cudmore was junior member of the firm 
of J. Cudmore & Bro., carpenters and 
contracters, and for a number of 
years before breaking into the board 
enjoyed a private ‘‘snap’’ of rich propor- 
tions. Itis unnecessary to go back further 
than the year 1886. Under the Bornmueller 
Building Committee Oudmore was the pet 
contractor. The final investigation of the 
Bullding Committee and downfall of the 
same, notwithstanding the fact that it was 
whitewashed, resulted in Cudmore’s appear. 
ing as a candidate for the School Directorate. 
Seeing in the threatened tidal wave of re- 
form which was expected to come with the 
new election scheme -of 1887, the ruin of 
his plans and loss of fat special con- 
tracts, he joined the mob and yelled 
forreform as. loudasany and catching the 
crest of the wave rolledin highand dry on 
the beach a member of the ‘‘reform’’ board. 
The methods resorted to to secure his election 
inthe ‘‘reform’’ board will be reverted to 
later on. 

But for the present it isthe intention to 
show that Cudmore wasthe carpentry con- 
tractor up tothe time he took his seat in the 
board. 

On Aug. 20, 1886, Cudmore Bros., on the plea 
that fire necessitated immediate repairs upon 
Franklin School and No, 1 School, were given 
four contracts of $845, $70, $86 and $665. A 
semblance of inviting a bid was 
made In this case but the 
bids were never delivered over tothe board. 

CUDMORE’S BILL. 

In spite of rule7i forbidding repairs of 
over $100 to be ordered until sanctioned by 
the board Oudmore Bros, got a bill of $425 al- 
lowed on Aug. 40, 1886. Sept. 14, 1886, Cud- 
more Bros.’ bills for repairs aggregated $3, - 
561.71; Aug. 9, 1887, $1,749.60; Sept. 13, 1887, 
$4,895.62; Oct. 11, 1887, $1,017.38. 

The entire amount of work done by J. Oud. 
more & Bro., in June, July, August, Septem- 
ber, October, November and December of 
1887, was $8,501.88. 

The last bill was putin and the work for 
the same performed by Cudmore Bros., the 
firm consisting of John and Alexander Cud- 
more. 

On Dec. 18, Alexander Cudmore was de- 
clared duly elected a member of the board, 
and on the same day two bills, both setting 
at naught Rule 71 were submitted 
and audited as follows:

There is no 
return on the book from the Fifth Pre- 
cinct. There is a tally sh¢et from the precinct 
signed by the clerk. Using the one tally sheet 
does not change the result as to district di- 
rector. There are no figures counted for 
these precincts in the above. Comment is 
unnecessary. Having secured election 
to the board Contractor Cudmore 
was naturally anxious to continue tn as long 
as possible. There were elected to this board 
anumber of mechanics and contractors as 
follows: Alexander Cudmore, carpenter 
contractor; John W. O'Connor, - furnace 
and ventilating contractor; E. M. Bosley, 
steam fitting and plumbing contractor; John 
W. O'Connell, painting contractor; William 
Knight, a Diacksmith, and John Brady a 
liquor seller and real estate operator. Lot 
was resorted to to decide which of the four- 
teen district directors should hold four 
years and which two 8 years. Blank 
cards and cards with the words ‘four 
years’’ were placed in envelopes and 
each of the fourteen drew. By a 
remarkable freak of fortune, each of the 
five directors named drew four-year terms, 
and they, with L. D. Dozier, the cracker 
manufacturer, constitute the seven members 
who were to hold over until Nov. 4, 1891, 

This Alexander Cudmore, of the firm of 
Cudmore & Bro., or Cudmore Bros., as the 
firm variously styles itself, having profited 
and fattened as a pet contractor 
under the corrupt School Board, 
forsook his wicked companions, 
became virtuous, likewise became a reform- 
er, and was elected, at least by a portion 
of his district, to a seat in the ‘*Reform 
Board.’’ 

CUDMORE’8 SACRIFICE, 

This was an act of rea) self-abnegation, for 
he at once dissalved partnership with his 
brother, cut off his means Of making a liy- 
ing and with great enthusiasm, on the day 
of taking his seat voted to pay J. 
Cudmore $136.23 and $1,114.54. The funny 
part of this is the manner in which 
‘*Reformer Qudmore’’ fell all over himself 
in his haste to publish to the world 
bis dissociation with ‘*Contractor Cudmore,’’ 
Now the particular joDs that John Cudmore 
was paid for were executed jointly by Alex- 
ander and John Cudmore before Al- 
exander Cudmore’s election and there 
was no particular reason why the bills 
should not have been made out In the name of 
Cudmore Bros., who were given the work, 
especially as the charter and the laws of the 
State specially exempt from operation the 
law forbidding participation in profit by 
members of the board, when the contract 
was let forthe property purchased prior to 
election of said member. In this case 
‘*Reformer’’Cudmore gives evidence of that 
excep tional delicacy and high sense of 
integrity that has gharacterized his actions 
ever since. 

Since Alexander Cudmore has been a 
member of the board he has voted 
to pay J. Cudmore the following sums:

AN INTERESTING ANALYSIS. 

A little analysis of the 0Dilis of 
the Cudmore family may e interesting, 
When ‘‘reformer’’ Cudmore renounced ‘‘ con- 
tractor’’ Cudmore and entered the board 
he made the most desperate effort to got 
upon the Building Committee, but President 
Judson thought the reformer more 
eminently nit, b reason of his 
broad culture and many accomplishments 
for a place on the Library Committee. And, 
in order that his studies might not be inter- 
rupted, he placed him on no other committee 
save that on Lands and Leasing. But the 
ungrateful reformer didn’t appreciate the 
President’s kindness. 

The Cudmore family contrived to wax fat 
from the outset of Reformer Cudmore's ad- 
vent on the board, ‘ .

SCHOOL BOARD DENOUNCED. 


THE REPUBLICAN CITY CENTRAL COMMITTEE 
ADOPTS SOME SIGNIFICANT RESOLUTIONS. 

The Republican City Central Committee 

met last night In the ladies* ordinary of the 
Lindell Hotel, with twenty-five members 
present. Thefeature of the meeting wasa 
denunciation of the present School Board of 
8t. Louls ina lengthy resolution introduced 
by Committeeman Wolcott of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward. The resolution denounced the 
election of School Board airectors 
as at present conducted, and charac- 
terized the board as the creation of 
self-chosen and irresponsible committees. 
The proceedings of the presept board, it was 
stoted in the resolution, had been character- 
ized by disgraceful struggies for the control 
of the board, its moneys and properties, thus 
injuring the board’s efficiency and endanger- 
ing its power. 
The preamble condemns the plan of elect- 
ing school directors by non-partisan move- 
ments as experimental and responsible for 
the present ‘‘recklessly extravagant admin- 
istration, which has been frequentiy charged 
with corruption and improper infivence.’’
